lin Strangles His Emplover's Wife,
aud Then Suleides,

John MoDounell, & fwrmer o Tyrone
towunshlp, Keat county, went hunting on
tho worning of Dee, 14, loaviog his wile, a
comely woman of 81, to care for the house,,
and Jumes Gllmore, his hired mau, to look
aftor the farm work. About noon Mr,
McebDonnell refurned homo and fouud his
wife doud upon the Hoor, with her eyes and
tong ¢ protruding from her besd and a
tightly twisted strap about her neck.

She had evidently been choked 1o death
altor » desperdte struggie, us Indicsted by
the condition of her clothing and the dis-
order of the Turniture.

The horritied husbund gave the slarm,
and, aided by the neighbors who responded
to his calls; begun o search of the premises.
“They soon fouud the body of Gilmore in a

timber lot werosa the road from thoe
houss, His breust and veck wore torn
open by a churge of shot from an old
mus ot which loy besldo him

The surroundings indicated thuat he placed
the muezle of tue gun agulnst his breust
with the butt on the groved snd had pulled
the triggor with his foot,

There Is no settled theory of what led to
the awful tragedy, but it is supposed that
Gllwore, huvinyg boen  feiled (o un nttempt
to commit ufelonious nssuult on the womun
boecams curaged and killed her to prevent
her welling of his crime, aud then, scelog
that he would surely be wurrested
for her murder, ook lis own life. Gilmore
had worked for MeDoungll several years,
and wus u good farm band, but there has
long been w bellol that ho cared more for
Mrs. MoDonnell thian was wise for them
both. However, no positive proof of this
is shown us yet.
